STRIKE RAPIDLY 
INVOLVING IRISH UNIONS

DUBLIN, Mav 10.—Ireland today 
became more involved in the Brit- 
ish genera] strike. Irish union 
workers, on orders from their 
British leaders, shut off shipments 
of foodstuffs to England. The Ul- 
ster dockworkers refused to han- 
die cargoes for England after 6 
p.m. today. 

Ireland and Britain are so tnex- 
tricably bound together economi- 
cally, and the union organizations 
of both countries are so closely 
affiliated, that further repercus- 
sions of England's upheaval in Ire- 
land seem inevitable.

strike. The Hibernian was berthed 
by volunteers, but the malis were 
not disc . There was some 
fear that if the mails were re- 
moved by nonunion labor the post- 
Office employees would refuse to 
handle them. However, this was 
obviated by the Posta] Union an- 
nouncing the postal men would 
not remove the maltiis from the 
ship, but would handle them when 
they had been removed.

FINAL LIQUOR BRIEFS FILED 


Senate Wets Demand Expose on Anti-Saloon, League 
Backing, W hile Drys Want More Power 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE] 
WASHINGTON, May 10.—Final briefs have been filed by the wets 
and drys with the Senate Prohibition Committee, the former demanding 
thorough investigation of the Anti-Saloon League and the latter con- 


tending for legislation to reinforce 


the Volstead Act. The committee, 


meanwhile, is planning to take up tomorrow the revised Goff bill, 
which embodies all of the proposals for tightening enforcement ma- 
chinery on which its members and Assistant Secretary Andrews have 


been able to agree. 

Wayne B. Wheeler, general 
counse] of the Anti-Saloon League. 
sald in his brief the best reasons 
for prohibition had been brought 
out in the arguments against it 
presented at the recent hearing, 
and he cited the testimony of the 
New York. Chicago and Cleveland 
district attorneys and other wit- 
nesses in support of his contention 
that the dry law is being enforced. 


WANT BACKING KEVEALED 
Holding the opposite viewpoint, 
the wets asserted that “the m 
chief that the prohibition law 
doing in this country, as revealed 
in this hearing, and its far-reach- 
ing destructive effects upon socie- 
ty and government, make it im- 
imperative that the Senate of the 
United States inquire into the: 
origin, history and activity of the 
small! group of men who have 
brought these frightful conditions 
upon the republic.” 

They particularly desired to have 
Mr, Wheelet cross-examined as to 
contributions received by the Ant!- 
Saloon League from Elbert H. 
Gary, John D. Rockefeller, Jr., and 
other industrial chieftains. Ques- 
tioning of these men and “the 
members.of Congress who are on 
the Anti-Saloon League payroll” 
was urged to bring out “the signifi- 
cance of the strange phenomenon

The Federal plan, adopted by the 
three farm organigations one 
which would guarantee proper 
representation to rural counties 
without working any injustice on 
metropolitan communities, pro- 
poses no change in the present 
number of State Senatorial and As- 
sembly districts. 

California's eighty Assembly dis- 
tricts would be reapportioned un- 
der this plan, on a basis of pop- 
ulation. The forty Senatorial dis- 
tricts would be mapped on the 
basis of not more than one Senator 
to each county and no more than 
three counties to each Senatorial 
district. Thiqg means that thirty 
counties would get twelve of the 
Senatorial! districts, leaving 
eight Senators to the remaining 
twenty-eight counties on the basis 
of one Senator for each.

“The fact of the matter is that 
the British mines cannot be oper- 
ated with as little expense today 
as years ago. If the owners try to 
meet the miners’ wage demands 
the price of coal to the consumer 
will be higher than that of coal

gium and other countries.” 

Earl Stradbroke said the over- 
crowded condition of England 
could be easily relieved if English 
workers could be induced to emi- 
grate to Atistralia, where there; 
are great opportunities for coloni- 
zation. 

“With an area greater than that 
of the United States, vast tracté 
of fertile land and extremely fa- 
vorable climatic conditions, Aus- 
tralia is capabie of supporting a 
large population. At present only 
a littie more than 6,000,000 peo- 
ple live there. 

“Both the British and the Aus- 
tralian governments are offering 
unusual inducements to emigranta, 
paying two-thirds of their fare and 
assisting them otherwise. Unfor- 
tunately, these inducements have 
failed to make any appreciable im- 
pression on the young Briténa, too 
many of whom are content to live 
in the good old home land on the 
slender dole provided for them by 
the government.”
